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KULES OF ORDER 



1. After the usual opening religious exereises, the Secretary shall 
read the Minutes of the previous session. 

2. No motion shall be entertained by the Conference till such motion 
shall have been seconded. 

3. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by any member 
of the Conference. 

4. Every member desiring to speak on any subject before the Confer- 
ence shall rise and address the President. 

5. The member who first rises and addresses the President shall be 
entitled to the floor. 

6. No member shall speak more than once on the same subject till all 
who may desire to speak shall have spoken ; nor more than fifteen min- 
utes at a time, without leave of the Conference. 

7. All questions of order shall be decided by the President, subject to 
an appeal to the Conference, without debate. 

8. When any question is under debate, no motion shall be received 
but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to postpone, to commit, or to amend; 
but a motion to adjourn shall always be in order; and this, as well as a 
motion to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. 

9. If the question before the Conference be capable of division, upon 
the call of any member, such question shall he divided. 

10. The business of the Conference shall be conducted with open 
doors, unless otherwise ordered by the Conference. 

11. Any question may be reconsidered on the motion of any member 
who may have voted with the majority. 

12. If any member call for the previous question, and such call shall 
be sanctioned by a two-thirds vote of the Conference, the main question 
shall then be put. 

13. Each committee of the Conference shall choose its own chairman, 
unless the chairman he designated by the Conference or the President in 
the appointment of the committee. 

14. The members of the Conference shall assemble in the Conference- 
room punctually at the hour to which the Conference adjourned, and no 
member shall absent himself from the place of Conference session with- 
out leave of absence. 

15. In all practicable cases, when charges are preferred against a mem- 
ber of Conference, notice shall be given to the President on the first day 
of the session, that, if it be judged proper, his name may be called, and 
the case referred to a committee. 

16. No member of Conference shall he subject to arrest of character 
without having been timely furnished, wherever practicable, with a writ- 
ten copy of the charges and specifications against him. 

17. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and noes, upon 
the call of fifteen members.

First Day. 



PiQUA, Ohio, Wednesday^ September 4, i8‘j8. 

The Twenty-seventh session of the Cincinnati Annual Conference 
was opened in the Green Street Methodist Episcopal Church of Piqua, 
Ohio, at 9 o’clock this morning, Bishop W. L. Harris presiding. 

Bishop Harris read the twenty-second chapter of the Gospel by Luke, 
and announced the 840th Hymn, after the singing of which, and the con- 
secration of the elements, the Bishop, with the assistance of elders, ad- 
ministered the Lord’s-supper to the ministers and laity present. About 
two hundred persons partook of the communion. 

D. J. Starr, the Assistant Secretary of the last session, by direction of 
the Bishop, called the roll of Conference, and one hundred and twenty- 
six members answered to their names. 

On nomination and motion of G. Moody, D. J. Starr was elected Sec- 
retary ; F. G. Mitchell was elected Assistant Secretary ; A. M. Grijfith, 
Recording Secretary ; J. W. Sutherland^ R. E. Smith, Statistical Secre- 
taries ; and W. J. Quarry, Secretary of Railroad Passes. 

The First Question was taken up, and Bishop Harris announced, and 
the Secretary read, the transfer of L. F. Van Cleve from the East Ohio 
Conference, and of W. H. Sutherland, from the Ohio Conference, to the 
Cincinnati Conference, and their names were placed upon the roll of the 
Conference. 

On motion, it was ordered that the daily sessions should hereafter 
commence at 8^ o’clock A. M. and close at 12 M., and that th§ first half- 
hour be spent in devotional services. 

The Conference re-adopted the Rules of Order of the last session. 

On motion of J. Stephenson, the bar of the Conference was fixed on a. 
line with the west side of the third window.

G. Moody and T. Collett were appointed said 
committee. 

A communication was received and read from the Cincinnati Bethel, 
requesting the re-appointment of Rev. Thos. Lee as Superintendent. On 
motion. Conference requested the Bishop to so appoint him. 

Bishop Harris introduced to the Conference the Revs. Elon Foster, of 
the New York Conference; A. Marine, of the North Indiana Conference; 
Paul Brodbeck, of the Central German Conference ; M. L. Curl, of the 
Missouri Conference ; J. H. Holloway, of the Illinois Conference ; H. 
0. Sheldon and 0. Kennedy, of the Central Ohio Conference ; R. D. 
Oldfield, Henry Baker, recently transferred from the East Ohio to the 
Cincinnati Conference ; and J. W. Keely, also a member of the Cincin- 
nati Conference by previous transfer.

The Tenth Question — “ IFas the character of each preacher examined 
was taken up. 

On motion, it was agreed that the presiding elders be allowed to make 
such report as they may be able when called upon, and to submit fuller 
reports at their convenience, should they or. the Conference desire it to 
be done. 

W. L. Hypes, P. E., reported on the state of the work in the East 
Cincinnati District, and his character was passed. 
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On motion, the pastors were allowed to report all their benevolent col- 
lections in connection with that for missions.

A motion, offered by T. H. Pearne, was adopted, requesting the Com- 
mittee on Sunday-schools to consider if they deem it best to recommend 
that the Sunday-schools within this Conference be supported by the re- 
spective Churches to which they stand related, and that all the collections 
taken in the schools be for the cause of missions. 

G’. Moody moved that T. H. Pearne and J. H. Leas be added to the 
Committee on Sabbath Observance. 

Pending the motion. Conference adjourned, after tlie giving of notices, 
with the benediction by W. Herr. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 



Wednesday Afternoon, September 4, 1878. 

Conference met pursuant to adjournment, at half - past two o’clock, 
Wm. Young, by appointment of Bishop Harris, occupying the chair, for 
the purpose of gathering the reports of statistics and collections from the 
charges. 

J. W. Keely conducted the devotional services, announcing the 574th 
Hymn, after the singing of which he led the Conference in prayer. 

On motion, the reading of the Minutes of the morning session was 
deferred, except the item relating to the call of the special session this 



afternoon, which was read.

E. C. Smith, for Church Extension ; L. F. Van Cleve, for Woman’s For- 
eign Missionary Society ; T. H. Pearne, for the American Bible Society ; 
R. E. Smith was designated to receive reports of statistics. 

A call of the pastors w^as then made, and those present reported for 
their charges, after which a motion to adjourn prevailed, and the session 
closed, with the benediction by T. H. Pearne. 



Second Day. 



Thursday Morning, September j, i8y8. 

Conference opened at 8^ o’clock, with a prayer-meeting of thirty 
minutes. Bishop Harris in the chair. M. P. Gaddis, by appointment of 
Bishop Harris, conducted the devotional services. 

The Journal of yesterday’s sessions was read, amended, and approved. 

It was ordered that the names of those absent yesterday be called, and 
that the roll call be thereafter dispensed with. The roll of the absentees 
of yesterday was called, and sixteen answered to their names. 

The Bishop presented and the Secretary read a paper from the Inter- 
national Sabbath Association. The communication was referred to the 
Committee on Observance of the Sabbath. 

On motion of L. F. Van Cleve, a substitute for G. Moody’s motion 
pending at adjournment yesterday was adopted, appointing T. H. Pearne 
to the Committee on Sabbath Observance, instead of G. M. Edgar, who 
was absent. 

J. F. Marlay offered a resolution that the semi-centennial sermon of 
W. Herr be the order of the day for Monday morning at 10 o’clock, to 
be followed by the memorial services. 

The resolution was adopted. 

M. Dustin reported for the Committee on Boundaries, appointed at 
last session. 

The report was received and placed on file, and the committee dis- 
charged. 

The report of Visitors to the Ohio Wesleyan University was made by 
M. Dustin. Similar reports were made by T. H. Pearne, from Hillsboro 
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Female College ; W. Runyan, from Cincinnati Wesleyan College ; J. W. 
Cassatt, from Springfield College and High School ; all of which were 
referred to the Committee on Education. 

L. Clark made a report for the Committee on Temperance Reform, 
appointed last year, and, on motion, the paper was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Temperance. 

E. H. Keyes was substituted for R. K. Deem in the Committee on 
Memoirs. 

W. H. Sutherland was substituted for H. Baker in the Committee on 
Freedmen’s Aid Society, the latter having been granted leave of absence. 

Similar leave was granted Dr. J. M. Walden for to-morrow. 

J. F. Conrey requested that J. Vance, W. I. Fee, and J. M. Walden, 
be appointed a committee to assist him in securing a bequest of Brother 
Robertson to the Missionary Society. The brethren named were so 
appointed. 

T. H. Pearne announced a bequest of one thousand dollars to the 
Missionary Society, and five hundred dollars to the Tract Society from 
an estate within his charge.

T. H. Pearne offered a resolution that the Presiding Elders be re- 
quested to furnish to the Committee on Publication of the Minutes the 
reports of their districts for publication. 

The resolution was not adopted. 

W. R. Wones, of the North Indiana Conference; Stephen Whitlock, 
of the Illinois Conference ; B. D. Powell, of the Central Ohio Conference; 
A. D. Morton, of the East Ohio Conference; and W. S. Hamlin, of the 
South-east Indiana Conference, were introduced to the .Conference by 
Bishop Harris. 

Announcements were made by the Committee on Public Worship, and 
Chairmen of the Standing Committees, after which Conference adjourned 
with the benediction by Bishop Wiley. 



Third Day. 

Friday Morning, September 6, 1S78. 

Conference opened at o’clock. Bishop Harris in the chair, with a 
prayer-meeting of half an hour, A. B. Leonard, by appointment of the 
Bishop, conducting the services, announcing the hymn beginning, “Sweet 
hour of prayer,” and reading the thirteenth chapter of 1 Corinthians. 

The Journal of yesterday’s session was read, amended, and approved. 

J. W. Mason, W. T. M’Mullen, J. J. Hill, T. E. Fidler, J. G. Black, 
C. H. Kalbfus, C. T. Crum, and C. F. Gowdy reported their collections. 

The Board of Stewards presented their preliminary report, and gave 
public notice of their next meeting. 

J. W. Weakley moved that the Stewards be directed to place the name 
of R. A. Arthur upon the list of Claimants, and, in case further papers 
are not received, to make for him a pro rata apportionment on the basis 
of four hundred dollars. J. F. Loyd moved an amendment of two hun- 
dred dollars as the basis.

On motion of W. Young, leave of absence was granted to the Confer- 
ence Trustees for half an hour. 

On motion, a communication from Dr. Adam Miller to the Conference, 
presented by Dr. Moody, was read by the Secretary. A motion to re- 
admit brother Miller was lost. G. Moody moved the appointment of a 
Committee of Three to canvass the Conference for the sale of Dr. Miller’s 
book. A substitute was ofiered and accepted by Dr. Moody, that a col- 
lection be taken for Dr. Miller. On motion of L. F. Van Cleve, the 
whole subject was laid on the table. 

D.*H. Moore, M. Dustin, and T. S. Cowden were granted leave of 
absence. 

Dr. D. H. Moore, by request, addressed the Conference in relation 
to the interests of the Cincinnati Wesleyan College, of which he is 
President. 

The Third Question, “ W/io remain on trial?" was taken up. 

Henry C. Weakley was represented favorably by the Committee on 
Examination and his presiding elder, and he was continued on trial. 

Stanley 0. Royal was in like manner represented, reported his collec- 
tions, and he was continued on trial. 

John A. White was represented in like manner, reported his collec- 
tions, and he was continued on trial. 

Henry Witham was in like manner represented, and he was continued 
on trial. 

John A. Story was in like manner represented, and he was continued 
on trial. 

The Fourth Question, “ WAo are admitted into full connection?" 
taken up. 

Frank Leever, Charles W. Rishell, and Edgar D. Keyes were called for- 
ward and examined by the bishop on the Disciplinary Questions, to which 
they gave the usual answers. They were also questioned as to their non- 
use of tobacco and opium in all forms. Having answered these questions 
in the negative, they were appropriately addressed by the bishop. After 
the representation of their presiding elders and examiners, they reported 
their collections, and were admitted into full connection, brothers Leever 
and Rishell being deacons. E. D. Keyes was elected to deacons’ orders. 
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The character of J. H. Roberts, a Missionary in New Mexico, was 
passed, and, being absent, he was continued on trial. Time of the ses- 
sion was extended. Papers were announced from the Tract and Sunday- 
school Societies, which were referred to the appropriate committees. 

A resolution was presented by Dr. Ridgaway and others, expressing 
sympathy for our fellow citizens in the districts affected by the yellow 
fever, and providing for a season of prayer and a collection by Conference 
in their behalf. Adopted. 

Brother Curl, of the Missouri Conference, addressed the Conference in 
behalf of our church property in Chillicothe, Missouri, which is finan- 
cially embarrassed, and appealed for assistance. 

On motion of J. F. Marlay, the time for the opening prayer-meeting 
of to-morrow’s session was made the hour of prayer, for sufferers from 
yellow fever, and ten o’clock of that session was fixed upon as the time 
of taking the collection provided for that object. 

After the giving of notices Conference adjourned, with the benediction 
by Dr. Curry. 



Fourth Day. 

Saturday Morning, September 7 , i8’j8. * 

Conference opened at the appointed time, Bishop Harris in the chair 
with a Conference prayer-meeting in behalf of the yellow-fever sufferers 
in the South. By appointment of the Bishop Dr. Rust conducted the 
services, announcing the hymn beginning “In grief and fear to thee, 0 
Lord,” and reading as a lesson the ninety-first Psalm. 

Following this interesting and profitable season of devotion the journal 
of yesterday’s session was read and approved. 

Rev. E. S. Gillett, agent of the American Bible Society ; Rev. W. C. 
Webb, of the Indiana Conference ; Rev. J. M. Shultz, of the Central 
Ohio Conference; and Rev. W. Dillon, of the United Brethren Church, 
were introduced. 

On motion, it was ordered that the name of W. Herr be placed on the 
list of Conference claimants. A motion was made that Conference trus- 
tees be authorized to pay a bill of eight dollars for collection envelopes 
and Conference stationery, and S2.35 for printing railroad certificates. 

An amendment prevailed ordering a collection to pay said bill. 

On motion the Treasurer of the Missionary Society was authorized to 
pay out of the funds in his hands for the envelopes purchased for Mis- 
sionary uses. 
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A. E. Higgins was granted a location at bis own request, and leave of 
absence from the further sessions of the Conference. W. Mahon was 
granted leave of absence. The Stewards presented and read their final 
report. 

On motion, the stewards’ resolutions of last year were readopted, the 
assessment of ten per cent to be based upon the salaries exclusive of 
house-rent. ^ 

On motion, the treasurers of the benevolent societies were authorized 
to pay over to the publishing committee the amounts necessary to pay 
for the publication of their respective reports. 

Bishop Wiley, by request of Bishop Harris, took the chair. The 
Seventh Question, “ have been elected and &t'damed Elders?'' was 
taken up. 

0. M. Hammell, W. J. Baker, J. A. Easton, J. W. Gaddis, and Jas. 
F. M’Colm were represented by their examiners and presiding elders, 
their characters passed, and they were elected to elders’ orders, those in 
charge having reported their collections. John H. Davis had not been 
before the Committee, but having reported his collections, his character 
was passed, and he was continued a deacon of the second class. 

C. W. Drees was represented by his presiding elder, and the Secretary 
having read a letter from Dr. Butler, Superintendent of our Missions in 
Mexico, in reference to brother Drees, his character was passed, and his 
name was passed to the list of efiective elders. 

The time for taking the collection for yellow-fever sufierers in the 
South having come, the Bishop appointed W. Herr, B. S. Rust, T. H. 
Pearne, and G. Moody to take the collection, following the appointment 
with a personal appeal for a liberal collection. Eighty-four dollars and 
seventy-three cents were raised. Dr. R. S. Rust was appointed to re- 
ceive* and disburse this money, with all other funds put into his hand for 
the same purpose. 

The Twenty-first Question, ^^Have any local preachers been ordained?" 
was taken up. 

John A. White, from the West Cincinnati District; Stanley 0. Royal, 
from the Dayton District ; and S. J. M’ Adow, from the Ripley District, 
having been properly recommended, a«d represented by the examiners 
and presiding elders, were elected to deacons’ orders, those in charge 
having reported their collections. Assurances were given in the case of 
the last named brother that his services as a local deacon were specially 
needed. 

Bishop Harris resumed the chair. 
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Kecomniendations of local deacons for elders* orders were called for, 
but no papers were presented. 

J. F. Loyd offered a communication from the Trustees of Xenia Col- 
lege, which was referred to the Committee on Education. 

The Sixth Question, “ Who are the Deacons of the second class T' was 
taken up. 

D. W. Clart, Henry Tuckley, A. D. Maddox, B. F. Dimmick, Matthias 
M. Kugler, Gr. W. Dubois, J. E. H. Sentman, Gr. L. Travis, and Joseph 
I. Taggart reported their collections, and having been satisfactorily rep- 
resented by the examiners and presiding elders were passed to deacons 
of the second class. 

On motion it was ordered that any members of the class who have not 
read all of the books required should read the books omitted, and re- 
port that fact to the next Conference. 

S. N. Marsh was excused for the remainder of the session. 

The name of Delos R. Baker was called, and his elder reported that 
there was nothing against his Christian character, but moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five by the Bishop to inquire into the possible 
foundation for rumors as to the want of harmony of brother Baker’s 
doctrinal views and teachings with those of our Church. The motion 
prevailed, and Bishop Harris appointed the following named brethren on 
said committee: Mighil Dustin, Thos. H. Pearne, Thos. Collett, Samuel 
B. Smith, and Michael Kauffman, 

W. F. Eastman reported his collections, his character was passed, and 
he was advanced to a deacon of the second class. Owing to the fact that 
family affliction renders him unable to discharge the duties of an itiner- 
ant preacher, brother Eastman requested a location, and his request was 
granted. 

A collection was taken for him amounting to forty-six dollars* and 
thirty-three cents. 

On motion W. I. Fee was requested to convey this sum to brother 
Eastman. 

W. A. Robinson read the report of the Committee on Periodicals and 
Book Concern Accounts. 

Pending the adoption of the report Dr. Curry, by request, addressed 
the Conference in reference to the National Repositori/, of which he is 
editor. Further consideration of the report was deferred until Monday. 

Bishop Harris introduced to the Conference Rev. T. R. Taylor, of the 
Ohio Conference ; Dr. Hoyt, of the Western Christian Advocate ; Rev. 
W. F. Whitlock, of the North Ohio Conference ; Rev. E. A. Berry, of 
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the Central Ohio Conference ; and Dr. A. J. Kynett, Secretary of the 
Church Extension Society. 

M. P. Graddis offered a resolution of respect to A. E. Higgins, which 
was adopted. 

The time was extended. 

Question Twenty, “ Where and ichen shall the next conference he held?'' 
was taken up, and Hamilton and Grace Church, Urbana, were put in 
nomination for the place of our next session. After representation of 
both places named, Urbana was unanimously chosen. 

Notices were given, and Conference adjourned with the benediction by 
Professor W. F. Whitlock. 



Fifth Day. 

Monday Morning, September 9 , i8y8. 

Conference opened at o’clock. Bishop Harris in the chair, with 
the usual prayer service, conducted by Dr. A. Lowrey, by appointment 
of the Bishop. 

The Journal of Saturday’s session was read and approved. 

Dr. Rust reported the amount raised for yellow fever sufferers at Con- 
ference love-feast, yesterday, to be thirty-five dollars and twenty-seven 
cents, making an aggregate for this purpose of one hundred and twenty 
dollars. 

Bishop Harris presented, and the Secretary read, the following certifi- 
cate of ordination : * 

This is to certify that in Piqua, Ohio, on the 8th day of September, 
1878, the following persons were ordained to the order of Deacons in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, namely: Edgar D. Keyes, John A. White, 
Stanley 0. Royal. And in the same place, on the same day, several 
elders assisting in the service, the following persons were ordained to the 
order of Elders in the Methodist Episcopal Church, namely : George M.’ 
Hammell, William J. Baker, John A. Easton, John W. Gaddis, James 
F. M’Colm.- 

Given under my hand at Piqua, Ohio, this 9th day of Septem- 
ber, 1878. William L. Harris. 

A communication from the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union of 
Ohio was received and referred to the Committee on Temperance. 

On motion. Dr. Walden was requested to secure the best possible rail- 
road facilities for members and visitors attending the next session of 
Conference. 
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Brothers M. P. Gaddis, T. H. Pearne, and S. D. Clayton were consti- 
tuted a Committee on Complimentary Kesolutions. 

Dr, Gillett, Agent of the American Bible Society, addressed the Con- 
ference in reference to the interests of that cause. 

Rev. J. S. Robertson, of the Presbyterian Church, was introduced. 

Dr. Kynett addressed the Conference in relation to the work of the 
Church Extension Society, of which he is Secretary. 

Leave of absence was granted to the committee in the case of D. R. 
Baker. 

The Stewards made distribution of their funds to claimants according 
to their report. 

On motion, the order of the day, being the Semi-centennial Sermon of 
Rev. W. Herr, was taken up. 

A part of the hymn, “ Oh for a thousand tongues to sing ” was sung, 
after which brother Herr delivered a very interesting and suggestive, 
historical and biographical, discourse, covering an effective ministry of a 
half century. 

G. Moody offered a resolution thanking brother Herr for the discourse, 
and requesting the author to furnish it for publication. 

The resolution was adopted by a rising vote. 

On motion, a collection was taken to pay the expenses of such publi- 
cation. Fifteen dollars and ninety-four cents were raised. 

A resolution requesting Rev. J. J. Hill to preach a semi-centennial ser- 
mon at this or our next session was adopted. 

The time was extended by vote. 

A motion prevailed directing that the memorial services should follow 
the sermon of Dr. Hoyt this afternoon. 

The committee in the case of D. R. Baker reported as follows ; 

The committee to whom was referred the case of brother D. R. 
Baker, after careful examination, submit the following report : 

We find brother Baker not to be in accord with the doctrines of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church as to the original state of Adam, the effect 
of his transgression, and the future destiny of the wicked after the gen- 
eral judgment. 

It is due to say, perhaps, that brother Baker, at the same time, 
claims to be in accord with our doctrines and Discipline. 

The papers stating his views, and the evidence on the subject, are in 
the hands of the committee, subject to the order of the Conference.

The report was received and the committee discharged. 
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A motion was made by Dr. A. Lowrey, and then seconded, that in 
case brother Baker will solemnly promise, before the Conference, not to 
disseminate his objectionable views during the ensuing year, and to re- 
examine these subjects, his character should be passed. 

This motion was withdrawn, it having been 'stated to the Conference 
that brother Baker had already refused to give such a pledge, 

Drs. Lowrey and Moody were appointed a committee to wait on brother 
Baker and ascertain what course he proposes to take in reference to these 
matters. 

M. P. Graddis presented a paper concerning Dr. Lowrey, which was 
read by the author and adopted by the Conference. 

A communication from the Trustees of Conference in reference to the 
Mears bequest, was read. 

W. Herr reported that the Conference Trustees had re-elected the 
oflScers of last year. 

The election was approved. 

The report of the Committee on Complimentary resolutions was read, 
and it was adopted by a rising vote. 

J. F. Conrey reported for the committee in reference to the bequest 
and will of Thomas Robertson, deceased, and the report was adopted. 

Dr. Lowrey stated for the committee recently appointed to see D. R. 
Baker, that he declined to withdraw or to cease disseminating his ob- 
jectionable views, believing them to be in harmony with those of the 
Church, and that he asked a trial. 

The report was received and the committee discharged. 

A motion was adopted, providing that a select committee of fifteen 
members be constituted -for the trial of D. R. Baker according to the 
findings presented in the report of the first committee. 

The presiding elders were requested to nominate the Select Com- 
mittee, and were allowed to retire for that purpose. 

Leave of absence was granted to F. Hypes, F. Leever, and T. D. W. 
Peak. 

The report of D. L. Aultman, Treasurer of the Tract Society, was pre- 
sented and adopted. 

The publishers of Conference Minutes were instructed to send out the 
same number of copies as last year, except where members request 
change of number. 

The Committee on nomination of the Select Committee reported, and 
the following nominations were confirmed, namely: W. Runyan, A. N. 
Spahr, A. B. Leonard, L. F. Van Cleve, E. M. Cole, W. B. Moler, L. 
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Clark, W. H. Sutherland, J. P. Shultz, S. A. Brewster, J. F. Loyd, T. 
S. Cowden, J. H. Leas, James Murray, and E. T. Wells. 

Dr. M. Dustin was appointed Chairman of the Court by Bishop Har- 
ris. Dr. T. H. Pearne was appointed by the Conference to represent the 
Church, and, at his request, Thomas J. Harris was appointed to assist 
him in the conduct of the case. 

Davis W. Clark was elected an Assistant Secretary, and detailed to re- 
cord the proceedings of the Court. 

Conference adjourned, with the benediction by Bishop Harris. 



Sixth Day. 



Tuesday Morning, September lo. 1S78, 

Conference opened at 8^ o’clock, Bishop Harris in the chair, with 
the usual prayer-service, conducted by Rev. Thomas Collett. 

The Journal of yesterday’s session was read, amended, and approved. 

Rev. James Stephenson presented the request of W. S. Rae, that he be 
"ranted a certificate of location.

On motion, the request was granted. 

The Eighth Question, “ IFAo are the supernumerary preachersT' 
taken up. 

A supernumerary relation was granted to W. B. Jackson and W. T. 
M’Mullen, their characters having passed. 

W. Herr moved that the relation of J. B. Ellsworth be changed from 
supernumerary to effective. The character of brother Ellsworth was 
passed and the motion prevailed. 

The characters of James F. Chalfant, George W. Fee, and George 
Parrott were passed, and they were continued in a supernumerary 
relation. 

Dr. Lowrey addressed the Conference ; his character was passed, and, 
at his request, his relation was continued. 

A letter from M. J. Cramer, and a communication from Rev. Karl 
Schou, Superintendent of our Missions in Denmark, were read to the 
Conference, and remarks concerning brother Cramer’s health and useful- 
ness were made by Dr. Lowrey, Dr. Hypes, and the Bishop ; after which 
brother Cramer’s character was passed, and his request for a continued 
supernumerary relation was granted. 

J. Verity addressed the Conference in reference to his work during the 
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past year, and requested a continuance of his relation as supernunaerary. 
His character passed, and his relation was continued. 

A collection, amounting to fourteen dollars and ten cents, was taken 
for the sexton.

M. M. Kugler was elected an Assistant Secretary, and he was detailed 
to serve with the Select Committee. 

On motion, the character of A. Meharry was passed, and he was 
granted an effective relation. 

J. W. Weakley briefly and tenderly addressed the Conference, making 
no request as to his relation. His character was passed, and his relation 
was continued. 

S. F. Conrey’s character was passed, and his relation was continued. 

The Ninth Question, “TFAo are the siipehinnuated preachers?'' was 
taken up. 

The name of John F. Wright was called, and W. L. Hypes presented 
an affectionate letter from Father Wright, which was read to the Confer- 
ence. After the reading of the letter, at the suggestion of Bishop Harris, 
the Conference arose and sang the verse, beginning, “ His work my hoary 
age shall bless.” 

On motion, a committee, consisting of Drs. Payne, Herr, Moody, 
Marlay, and Lowrey, was appointed to send a fraternal letter of response 
to Dr. Wright on behalf of the Conference. 

It was ordered that Dr. Wright’s letter, given below, should be entered 
on the Conference Journal and published in the Minutes, and the original 
preserved in the files of the Conference : 

East Walnut Hills, My Earthly Home. 

I have taken my seat and my pen to address a few words to my 
brethren in the Lord, and to my co-laborers in the work of the Christian 
ministry. 

It had been contemplated by many of my friends, and it had been my 
own intention, to meet you at Piqua at our annual re-assembling; but ill 
health and weakness has prevented my joining you, so that all I can do 
is to send my blessing to each and all, and to add my prayers to yours 
that God will prosper the great work which is being done, that those 
grown old in the service of Christ may be renewed in strength, and that 
the young in their zeal may be guided and directed to accomplish just 
those things and only those things which will enhance the kingdom of 
Jesus and will redound to his own glory. 

We may not be able now to see each other face to face, but we can be 
so near the throne of God that we can feel the warm current of his love, 
uniting your hearts to mine, your prayers to my prayers, and your hopes 
to my hopes. 

Among the happiest recollections of my life are the remembrances of

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my meetings with my brethren in Conference. Nowhere have I ever 
met those whom I could esteem more highly; never have I seen a body 
of men more worthy of regard, more worthy of success. 

And in this possibly the last message from an aged man, receive the 
blessing which he sends, and join with him in the prayer that we may 
meet in one grand and eternal Conference above.

Dr. Ketcham reported the very serious illness of Brother J. C. Deem, 
and A. Meharry was called upon to lead the Conference in prayer in his 
behalf. 

Letters were read from the presiding elders of the following brethren, 
who reside without the Conference boundaries: J. L. Grover, J. M. 
Robinson, and J. W. Keely. Their characters were passed, and their 
relation was continued. 

The time was extended to finish this question. 

D. Warnock, J. W. Keely, and C. Kalbfus being present, addressed 
the Conference, their characters were passed, and they were continued in 
a superannuated relation. 

Conference adjourned, with the benediction by J. J. Hill. 
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EVENING SESSION. 

Tuesday Evening, September /o, 1878. 

Conference inet at o’clock, Bishop Harris in the chair, and was 
opened with devotional services conducted hy M. Dustin. 

Dr. Dustin presented the report of the Select Committee in the case of 
D. R. Baker. 

The charges and specifications are as follows : 

In the name and in behalf of the Cincinnati Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, I hereby charge Delos R. Baker, a member 
of said Conference, with “ holding and disseminating doctrines which are 
contrary to our Articles of religion as set forth and maintained in our 
standards of theology, to wit, Wesley’s Sermon’s and the theological 
writings of Rev. John Fletcher and Rev. Richard Watson, and as in- 
cluded in the doctrinal examination required of candidates for elder’s 
orders.” 

Specification 1. In holding, and on various occasions saying, in sub- 
stance — especially at the recent Loveland Camp-meeting, in presence of 
Rev. C. W. Ketcham, R. K. Deem, S. Weeks, C. W. Rishell, and others, 
that “Adam before the fall had no more knowledge of good and evil than 
a mule,” “ That Adam before he ate of the fruit of the tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil had not the idea of right and wrong.” 

Specification 2. In saying, at the same place and on the same occasion, 
and elsewhere, “ That the Scriptures nowhere teach that man was created 
in the image of God, and that that image consists in righteousness and 
true holiness.” 

Specification 3. In denying, at the same time and place, and elsewhere, 
that there is to be a literal resurrection of the body. 

Specijication 4. On the same occasion, in teaching “ That Adam’s par- 
taking of the forbidden fruit was the first ordained step from Adamic 
toward a redeemed and glorified manhood “ That taking the forbidden 
fruit was a step in the evolution of a soul toward glorification in heaven.” 

Specification 5. In holding and teaching, on various occasions, espe- 
cially at the Preachers’ Meeting in Cincinnati some four or six or eight 
weeks since, “ That the wicked in the day of final judgment are there- 
after destroyed,” that is, “that they are deprived of life, so that, in no 
sense of the word do they, after the final judgment, possess it,” that is, 
“life;” “that the soul of the wicked, after the judgment, ceases to have 
a conscious existence.” Thomas H. Pearne.

T. H. Pearne was appointed to represent the Conference in this case 
before the Judicial Conference. 

J. F. Marlay presented resolutions respectful to Bishop Harris, which 
were adopted by a rising vote. 

M. Kauffman presented a resolution of sympathy for brother William 
Young, in the affliction of sister Young, and the resolution* was adopted 
by a rising vote. 

Leave of absence was granted W. B. Moler and E. M’Hugh. 

W. J. Baker was appointed postmaster for the remainder of the session. 

D. J. Starr offered resolutions providing for the appointment next ses- 
sion of a standing committee, entitled “A Committee on the Qualifica- 
tions of Applicants for Admission on Trial,” and the resolutions were 
adopted. 

M. Kauffman offered resolutions calling for the appointment of a com- 
mittee next year on the “ Conference Relations of Members.” 

The resolutions were laid upon the table. 

T. H. Pearne reported from the Preachers’ Relief Society a request, 
asking the appointment of W. Herr as its financial agent. ' 

The Conference concurred in the request. 

Brother Herr addressed the Conference, asking co-operation in his 
work. A resolution by J. W. Weakley, pledging co-operation to brother 
Herr, was adopted. 

C. H. Payne, for the committee, read the response to Father Wright’s 
letter, and the communication was adopted by a rising vote as an ex- 
pression of the affection and esteem of the Conference for Dr. Wright. 

G. Moody moved that Conference proceed with its business with a 
view to adjourning to-morrow at ten o’clock. 

The motion prevailed. 

T. H. Pearne presented the report of the Committee on Education. 
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The item relating to the Ohio Wesleyan University was read and 
amended. 

Dr. Payne addressed the Conference in reference to the interests of 
the University, after which that part was adopted. 

W. B. Moler reported the amounts collected for education from the 
several charges. His report was adopted, and he was directed to pay 
the funds to President Payne, of the University. 

That part of the report on education relating to the Cincinnati Wes- 
leyan College was read and adopted. 

That part relating to the Springfield Seminary was read and adopted- 

The item in the report referring to the Hillsboro College was read 
and adopted. 

The part relating to Xenia College was read, amended, and adopted. 

The item relating to the Garrett Biblical Institute was read and 
adopted. 

A resolution was adopted constituting a committee to report at our 
next session a plan for organizing a Conference Educational Society. 

The Report on Education was adopted as a whole. 

The treasurer of educational funds was authorized to pay five dollars 
to the Publishing Committee, for the printing of his report. 

Officers of the Conference Educational Society, elected in 1876, were 
re-elected for the present year. 

The Second Question, “TfAo are admitted on trial f' was taken up. 
John R. Shannon, recommended by the Quarterly Conference of Miami 
Circuit; James S. Bitler, from the Quarterly Conference of St. Paul’s, 
Delaware ; William E. Kugler, from the Quarterly Conference of Car- 
thage; David A. M’Colm, from the Quarterly Conference of Sardinia 
Circuit, were introduced to the Conference. 

On the motion of A. B. Leonard, the Conference requested the can- 
didates to state whether they made use of tobacco. 

All gave answer in the negative. 

A. B. Leonard moved that, in case J. S. Bitler is received, he should 
be required to study and be examined upon the neglected part of his 
course. The motion was carried. 

Recommendations and representations were made in the case of each 
one introduced, and all were received on trial. 

James Stephenson moved that the orders of Andrew Hamilton as an 
elder be recognized, upon condition that he take upon himself the usual 
vows for that order. 

The motion was carried, and brother Hamilton, having taken said vows. 
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his orders were recognized, and he was admitted into the Conference 
on his credentials as a presbyter in the Reformed Episcopal Church. 

Bishop Harris announced the transfer of W. W. Case from the Cincin- 
nati to the East Ohio Conference. 

On motion, it was agreed that when we adjourn, we adjourn to meet at 
eight o’clock to-morrow morning. 

Dr. Payne offered a resolution, providing for the observance of a 
day of special prayer on behalf of the sufferers from the scourge of 
yellow fever.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STATISTICS. 



The statistical reports from all the charges in the conference have 
been handed in, and, with a few exceptions, in good time. As great 
carelessness is manifested in a large number of them we call attention to 
the following points ; 

1. The number of schools, the number of officers and teachers, and 
the number of scholars of all ages, are reported twice, and care should 
be taken to have both reports agree. 

2. Thj number of scholars fifteen years and over, the number under 
fifteen years except the infant class, and the number in the infant class 
should be equal to the total number given. 

3. The amount of collections given in the statistics should correspond 
with the report of the treasurers of the different societies. 

The Committee ask the adoption of the resolutions of last year; 
namely : 

1. Resolved, That the Statistical Secretaries be requested to send the 
statistical blanks and collection envelopes to the presiding elders for 
their preachers in charge three months before the Conference session. 

2. Resolved, That we consider it the imperative duty of all the 
preachers in charge to be ready to hand in their reports on the first day 
of the Conference session. 

3. Resolved, That a special session of Conference be held on the after- 
noon of the first day for the purpose of presenting statistical reports and 
collections. 

4. Resolved, That the Statistical Secretaries shall not be required to 
receive and enter statistics after the second day of the session.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION.

The Ohio ^'esleynn Vuiversity. 



Is deservedly held in very high estimation for what it has been, for 
what it has done, for what it is, and for what it promises. Behind it 
are more than thirty years of grand history, full of useful fruit. It is 
to-day one of the chiefest and best institutions of its kind within the 
bounds of the entire Church. For facilities, instructors, pupils, endow- 
ment, no university in our Church excels — if, indeed, any equals it. The 
grounds and buildings are valued at $200,000. Library, cabinet, ap- 
paratus, $31,000. Available funds, above liabilities, $243,935.15. The 
liabilities are $9,265.33, which, however, we are assured, are all pro- 
vided for. 

The Visiting Committee speak in high terms of the examinations at 
the late commencement, as being highly creditable to instructors- and 
students. They commend the happy results of the union of the Uni- 
versity and the college under a common administration. 
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They state as a fact of high significance, that, “ This University is de- 
cidedly a Christian institution, not sectarian, but Christian, in its highest 
and truest sense. In the recitation room and every-where the Bible is 
recognized as the revealed will of God and as the only and sufficient 
rule of faith and practice.” As to these particulars, the Faculty agree 
with the visitors. They aver that the union of the Female College and Uni- 
versity has worked pleasantly and successfully, and that its achievement 
was eminently wise and progressive. 

The students in attendance the past year are largely in excess of those 



of former years.

The former high grade of scholarship has been maintained, proving 
the healthiness of the growth. 

The morale of the University has been wholesome. Hazing, ruffianism, 
and other like immoralities too prevalent in some colleges, are happily 
unknown in this. The discipline is still, as in the past, maintained at a 
high rank. The dissipating vices of dancing, cards, billiards, and dram- 
drinking are prohibited. The institution is in fullest sympathy with the 
aims and tendencies of Christianity in promoting high mental and moral 
culture. 

The pupils share, from year to year, in gracious revivals, in which 
many are converted and many more trained and confirmed in religious 
life. Au institution combining so many advantages and which promises 
so much of incalculable service to Church and country, must be sus- 
tained. Its support should be liberal and constant, until, with a founda- 
tion of at least a round million of dollars, it shall be fully equipped 
for the largest effectiveness and shall hold highest rank. 

1. Resolved^ That, except where otherwise specified, the moneys raised 
for education in this Conference, shall be paid into the treasury of the 
Ohio Wesleyan University, to be used in aiding deserving and needy 
students of the institution from within the bounds of this Conference, 
preparing for the ministry in our Church. 

2. Resolved, That Phineas P. Mast, Esq., be reappointed trustee for 
the term of five years, from June 22, 1879, to fill the vacancy that will 
then be made by the expiration of the term of office of P. P. Mast. 

3. Resolved, That we recommend the reappointment of Rev. Charles 
H. Payne, D. D., LL. D., to the Presidency, and of Rev. L. D. M’Cabe, 
D. D., LL. D., to the chair of Philosophy in the University. 

4. Resolved, That Rev. John F. Marlay, D. H., and Rev. F. G. 
Mitchell, A. M., be appointed as visitors of the University for the 
ensuing year. 

5. Resolved, That we will bear the University upon our prayers; that 
we will advise the young men and women of our charges to attend it ; that 
we will, as far as .practicable, give of our means to endow it, and 
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that we will seek to induce persons of wealth among us to add to its 
resources. 

6. Resolved^ That we recommend the appointment of Rev. A. Meharry, 
D. D., as financial agent of the University, and that we will keep steadily 
in view the proposed endowment of a Conference Professorship. 

C’tncliiniUi Wesleyan Collegre. 

This institution for the education of young ladies maintains with in- 
creasing vigor its well accredited reputation. The past year has been 
one of unimpaired efl&ciency in all the departments of instruction. The 
appointments for training in the various grades of education are ample, 
and the corps of teachers, headed by the cultured President, Dr. Moore, 
are eminently fitted for their work. The members of the Faculty unite 
with solid scholarship pure taste and conscientious devotion to their pro- 
fession. The atmosphere of the college in its family relation, and in the 
hours of recitation as well, is pervaded with a kindly, home-like influ- 
ence. While the administration is firm, it is also gentle and refining, 
depending more upon the inspiration of afiection and self-respect than 
the sway of mere authority. 

Dr. Moore has shown commendable zeal and eflSciency in the manage- 
ment of the finances of the institution. By his personal exertions he has 
obtained a subscription sufficient to meet the interest on the debt of the 
college for the next five years. He has accepted the presidency for this 
term of years, and engaged to pay ($2,000) two thousand dollars annu- 
ally toward this interest. Meanwhile it is earnestly hoped that the debts, 
if not paid off, may be funded at a lower rate of interest than they are 
now bearing. The President has also assumed the more direct control of 
the domestic department of the school, and all who know his generous 
nature are assured that the provision for the comfort of the students must 
be on a liberal scale. 

As a committee, we take pleasure in heartily recommending the college 
to the patronage of all persons who desire for their daughters or wards 
a just, sound, and advanced education. We also recommend the re- 
appointment of the Rev. D. H. Moore to the presidency of the college, 
and as visitors, J. Pearson, J. N. Irvin, L. M. Davis, and the pastors of 
St. Paul, Columbia, and York Street charges. 

Xeiiin C'olle§^e. 

This institution affords whatever advantages may appertain to the co- 
education of the sexes. The Examining Committee reports a high degree 
of proficiency on the part of the students. Its management is wise and 
efficient. Parents can be assured that their children will be under a 
wholesome influence with President Smith and his excellent wife. The 
Summer Normal is growing in interest and efficiency. It is a power 
among teachers, and deserves their patronage. We recommend the ap- 
pointment of the presiding elders of the Bast Cincinnati and Springfield 
Districts, and the pastors of our Churches in Xenia and Dayton, as the 
Visiting and Examining Committee of the ensuing year. 

2. That the Secretary of this Conference be and he is hereby author- 
ized to cast the vote of this Conference in the election of trustees of 
Xenia College. 
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Garrett Riblical Institute. 

We deeply regret to learn that this institution, which has done so noble 
a work for God and humanity during the last twenty-two years by train- 
ing upwards of a thousand young men, most of whom are in the minis- 
try of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and fifteen of them in our 
missions of India and China, is in great financial difficulty — its income 
entirely cut off, so that without aid its work can not be continued. 

This straitness results, not from prodigal expenditures, nor from mis- 
management by the trustees — for there has been neither — -but from the 
depression in values and from losses by fire. While strongly sympa- 
thizing with the Biblical Institute, and hoping that relief may be ren- 
dered from some source, we are estopped, for the present, by invincible 
conditions among us, from rendering more substantial assistance. We 
recommend the appointment of Rev. D. W. Clark as a visitor to the 
Garrett Biblical Institute. 

Springfield College and lligh-sehool. 

1. We recommend the appointment, as Trustees for the Springfield 
College and High-school, J. K. Mower, J. W. Cassatt, F. G. Mitchell, 
W. A. Robinson, H. S. Showers, William Young, Hannibal G. Hamlin, 
John A. Gard, J. L. Berry, C. C. Taylor, John S. Shewalter, Charles H. 
Schaeffer, J. M. Deardorff, W. C. Frye, E. C. Middleton, Sr. 

2. We consent to relinquish all claims of the Cincinnati Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church to the grounds and buildings 
of the Springfield Female College and High-school (except twenty feet 
in width off from the west side thereof, adjoining and next to the prop- 
erty of the High Street Methodist Episcopal Church, which is hereby 
forever reserved) to the Trustees of the Springfield Seminary Association 
on the following conditions, namely: (1) That the M’Fadden bequest, 
with the accumulated interest thereon, or its value in money or securi- 
ties, be transferred to the Trustees of the Ohio Wesleyan University, and 
that the Trustees of the Springfield Seminary Association relinquish all 
legal claim forever to the said M’Fadden bequest. (2.) That the Trus- 
tees of the Springfield Seminary shall forever maintain, or cause to be 
maintained, a school of high order in Springfield, in the said premises. 
(3.) That upon a failure to maintain such a school, the property above 
described shall revert to the Cincinnati Annual Conference. 

3. Resolved, That the Trustees hereby appointed are directed to make 
the above transfer at an early practicable day, on the conditions above 
designated.

Is one of the oldest literary institutions within the bounds of our Con- 
ference. It has done excellent service for the Church in the past, and 

are unwilling to believe that its work and usefulness are yet com- 
pleted. It has a mission of its own to fulfill, and a sphere of influence 
where it may accomplish good and aid the Church in its divinely ap- 
pointed work. Its new President, the Rev. J. F. Loyd, A. M., is giving 
to his arduous task untiring zeal, and a new impulse has been given to 
the school under his able administration. Constant effort is made to keep 
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the grade of scholarship high, while the expense is very moderate. We 
recommend the re-appointment of brother Loyd to the Presidency of this 
institution. Your committee also recommend the re-appointment of the 
following Trustees: Messrs. Asa Haynes, John L. West, Joseph M. 
Hustand, Hardin Rhodes, Thomas H. Pearne, D. D., J. T. Bail, M. 
Dustin, D. D., and A. Meharry, D. D. We would respectfully designate 
the pastors of Greenfield and Wilmington as visitors.

SABBATH-SCHOOES. 



1. The Sabbath-school is a branch of Church work: the Word of 
God is the text-book ; the salvation of souls and their edification in the 
divine life is the object sought. 

2. Its organization should be according to the plan given in the Ap- 
pendix to the Discipline, the pastor being the chairman of the “Sunday- 
school board.” 

3. The superficial character of much of the Sunday-school work of 
the times is to be regarded with deep concern. Sunday-school boards 
can not be too careful in the selection of teachers, that so far as possible 
our schools may be under the care of competent persons of decided re- 
ligious experience. 

4. As important as is the Sabbath-school, it must be regarded as a 
calamity for any of our people, old or young, to neglect any of the 
other institutions of the Church in order to promote this. 

5. The appeal to mercenary motives, in the giving of presents every 
Sabbath to induce attendance, as is done in some places, is very ob- 
jectionable. 

6. Teachers’ meetings and normal classes should be held when practi- 
cable. 

7. The important facilities for improvement furnished in the “Love- 

land Encampment” and “Chautauqua Assembly” should be employed 
as extensively as may be. ’ 
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8. Our Sunday-school Union is doing a good work, and pastors should 
not fail to take the annual collection for its support. 

The Report for 1877 gives the number of schools as 19,872; officers 
and teachers, 212,353; scholars, 1,511,022.

REPORT ON CHURCH EXTENSION. 

It is necessary to the success of our work in all parts of the country 
to be provided with houses of worship. We must not only send the 
preacher, but provide a place for preaching. 

By means of our Board of Church Extension, we are able to gain 
great advantage by enabling weak congregations and mission points, 
especially in the South and great West, to provide themselves with 
suitable places of worship. We have no wiser or better beneficence. 
It richly deserves the prayers, co-operation, and large liberality of our 
ministers and people. 

This is a home work, and whatever is contributed to this cause is ex- 
pended in building up our beloved Zion in our own country. 

We believe the business of our Board is wisely, efficiently, and cor- 
rectly conducted. Material assistance has been rendered to many 
Churches, debts have been settled, disasters have been repaired. 

We regret that our Conference has not raised its assessment. We 
find that we have averaged only about one-third the amount assessed. 
One-third of our charges take no collection. The four thousand dollars 
asked of our Conference should be raised. The apportionment should 
be made without fail to the charges, and the pastors duly notified of such 
apportionment. We should then in the disciplinary way strive to bring 
our collections up to the amount assessed. 

We regard the Annual Report of the Church Extension Board as an 
admirable presentation of the work and wants of the Society, and we 
commend it to the careful study of our preachers, that they may be pre- 
pared to give the requsite information to their congregations.

REPORT ON FINANCE. 

The great importance of this question is certainly not as generally or 
fully appreciated throughout our Church as it should be. In giving 
according to their ability, with glad and cheerful hearts, some are doing 
nobly, but the calm reflection of a moment convinces that, in view of 
the great need of liberal distribution as well as the abundant and varied 
resources controlled by our people, an amount far too small finds its 
place in the Lord’s treasury. It is to be feared that the solemn promise 
made when received into full connection in the Church, that we “will 
contribute according to our ability to the support of the Gospel and the 
various benevolent enterprises of the Church,” is by some misunderstood, 
hy some too soon forgotten, and by others utterly disregarded. 

The subject of finance is not confined to ministerial support, but is 
most intimately interwoven and necessarily connected with all Christian 
agencies. Its existence and success in the Church of Christ calls for 
self-denial and unworldliness in all plans and purposes. The “pride of 
life, which is not of the Father,” but which separates from the knowledge 
and love of God, very largely absorbs that which as certainly should be 
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used in the upbuilding of the Church as the Jewish tithes and offerings 
of which God declared that his people had robbed him. 

In gay and foolish extravagance, and in the haste to be.rich, how many 
consume all or nearly all of that which God has charged us through the 
channel of Christian charity to lay up as treasure in heaven ? In the 
gratification of appetite, as in the use of tobacco and pampering of chil- 
dren with sweetmeats, what streams of wealth are made to swell eventu- 
ally the dark ocean of despair instead of gladdening, as they should, the 
whole Church of Christ, both in Christian and in heathen lands. 

As ministers of the Lord Jesus, and shepherds of his fold, are we all 
doing all we can to have all our people consecrate their suhstance as well 
as their souls to the service of God? Do we set before them, like Mr. 
Wesley, an example of giving according to our ability, even exercising 
self-denial that we may have the more to give? Do our hearts glow 
with holy enthusiasm while we consider the claims of various Christian 
enterprises, or do we regard their annual presentation as being in the 
way of our own support? Do we faithfully as well as kindly enlarge 
both publicly and privately on some of the many Scriptures treating of 
this theme ? Do we carefully circulate books and tracts designed to lead 
to higher duties and privileges in this matter? 

With reference to the support of the ministry, we do heartily make the 
same excellent recommendations which were adopted in the report of last 
year, and think it better to continue the same good plan of finance em- 
braced in that report than to present something different. We therefore 
repeat its last recommendations, which is “ that all our pastors, as soon 
as practicable, have that plan read and adopted by their various charges, 
and that the presiding elders present it for adoption to the first Quarterly 
Conference in each charge.” 

Besides this, we pledge ourselves by personal giving, by careful and 
prayerful preaching and conversation, by the circulation of efficient liter- 
ature, and all other proper means, to do what we can towards stimulating 
our people to the performance of their whole duty in this cause.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE, 

At the session of this Conference held one year ago at Xenia, a re- 
port on Temperance was adopted in which it was provided that a com- 
mittee “of at least three, to meet similar committees of other evangelical 
Churches in Xenia, Ohio, to agree upon some plan of united effort 
for the furtherance of the cause of Temperance, be appointed.*’ Accord- 
ingly a committee consisting of J. F. Marlay, T. H. Pearne, and L. 
Clark was appointed, and a meeting of the joint committees was held 
October 7, 1877. The report of that joint committee has been referred 
to us by this Conference, and we hereby report it back to be adopted as 
the sense of this body. 

1. “Drunkenness is an evil of giant proportions having inherent and 
appalling malignity. It is strongly intrenched by custom, cupidity, and 
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appetite. It works wide-spread ruin in society, and destroys men’s souls 
and bodies. 

2. “The manufacture, sale, and use of intoxicating liquors, except for 
medicinal, mechanical, or scientific purposes, are unmixed evils, dishonor- 
ing to God and destructive to man. 

3. “To aid either of these great evils by selling grain or hops to 
brewers or distillers, by making machinery for brewing or distilling, or 
casks to contain liquors, by leasing property on which intoxicating liq- 
uors may be made or sold or drank, or by any other way, is to crimi- 
nally participate in this most abhorrent sin. 

4. “While in certain instances when it results from inherited infirmity, 
drunkenness may be regarded as a misfortune, it is at the same time a 
sin against God and one’s own body; and also a crime against society. 

5. “Human power alone, whether as a pledge, an organization, a pro- 
fession, or otherwise, is entirely inadequate to the complete and perma- 
nent reformation of the drunkard. Reformation, from this or any other 
immorality, to be efifectual, must combine human effort and divine 
influence. 

6. “The Christian Church sympathizes, and should sympathize, heart- 
ily and actively with all honest intelligent effort to reform inebriates, and 
to prevent and suppress intemperance. 

7. “Christians must oppose the manufacture, sale, and use of intoxi- 
icating beverages by all practicable methods. Legal prohibition, moral 
suasion, and the practice of total abstinence are demanded. 

8. “The Church of Jesus Christ is an adequate agency, if faithfully 
consecrated to the endeavor for the reformation of inebriates and the 
suppression of intemperance.” 

We also submit the following for your adoption. 

1. That while we greatly rejoice in the success of the present temper- 
ance movement, and stand ready to co-operate with all persons, whether 
professed Christians or not, in temperance work, we can not but depre- 
cate the promotion to leadership in this movement of persons who repu- 
diate the absolute need of the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ in rescu- 
ing and curing the drunkard. 

2. We greatly admire and heartily commend the zeal and devotion of 
the temperance women of our country who still prosecute the war against 
the sale of intoxicating drinks, and continue their self-sacrificing labors 
for the reformation and salvation of the drunkard, so heroically com- 
menced in the ever-memorable Women’s Crusade; and we bid them God 
speed in their holy warfare and noble work. 

3. That we condemn alike the use of intoxicating liquors as a bever- 
age and narcotics, such as tobacco, opium, etc., and earnestly request all 
our ministers and people to abstain from these harmful practices. 

4. That we are opposed to licensing the liquor-traffic in any form. 

5. We recommend our people to withhold all patronage from grocery- 
keepers, druggists, all other persons who sell intoxicating liquors as 
a beverage.

Resolved^ That as the present circulation of the Western Christian Ad- 
vocate is but 21,400, of the National Repository^ 14,600; of the Quar- 
terly Review but, 6,580; and of the Golden Hours^ but 8,100; that in 
view of the hundreds of thousands of Methodists within the patronizing 
territory of these periodicals, we ought, we can, and we will use our 
utmost endeavor largely, to increase their circulation, and that we give to 
these periodicals our most hearty commendations. 

Resolved^ That the juvenile department of the Western Christian Ad- 
vocate should be rendered as attractive as it is possible for the mind and 
money subject to the control of the editor to make it. 

Resolved, That we heartily commend our new hymn-book to our peo- 
ple, especially the hymnal with tunes, which is rendered doubly attrac- 
tive by its delightful variety of both new and old tunes. 

Resolved, That as our Discipline reprobates “the taking up of goods 
without a probability of paying for them,” and as St. Paul commands us 
to “owe no man any thing, but to love one another,” and to “provide 
things honest in the sight of all men,” that any preacher who contracts or 
has contracted debts to the Book Concern, and fails to meet these 
obligations to the satisfaction of the agents, at his annual conference, his 
case shall be referred to a committee for investigation before his char- 
acter pass.

REPORT ON THE BIBEE CAUSE. 



Whereas, the Bible is the Word of God which is able to make man- 
kind wise unto salvation; and, whereas, the universal circulation of this 
Book is essential to the establishment and perpetuity of pure Christianity 
and to the subversion of Romanism and all false religions; and, whereas, 
the American Bible Society is an efficient agent in the accomplishment 
of this desirable result; and, whereas, the recent change in the manage- 
ment of this society, by which the services of paid agents were largely 
dispensed with, makes its future efficiency more directly contingent upon 
the efforts of pastors; and, whereas, though much of the money contrib- 
uted to this society within the bounds of our charges does not come to 
conference and is not reported in our Minutes, yet is, as we believe, con- 
veyed to its proper destination and applied to its proper uses; therefore, 
Resolved, That we pledge our continued co-operation to this society

REPORT ON PARSONAGES. 

Whereas, as the life of a Methodist minister’s family is transitory, 
sojourning but for a brief season in a place, and entering often as an 
entire stranger into his new home : 

And, ichereas, the salaries of ministers are often insufficient to meet 
the rent of a suitable house, and sometimes so far deficient that they are 
conopelled to jeopardize their reputation, and neutralize their influence 
by failing to meet their rent; therefore : 

1. Resolved^ That it is the sense of this Conference that every charge 
within its bounds should own a parsonage; or, where this is impracticable, 
that a house for this purpose should be leased by the Church. 

2. That in every case the house should be a good, respectably appear- 
ing house, both for the credit of the Church and the influence and com- 
fort of the minister’s family. 

3. That we urge upon all parsonage committees the necessity of keep- 
ing parsonages in good repair. 

4. That we recommend that all parsonages should be furnished with 
closets and such other fixed conveniences as such a house should have. 

5. That we recommend that all parsonages should be furnished with 
all the heavy furniture necessary for domestic use. 

6. That all pastors and presiding elders be instructed to urge the 
requirements of these resolutions wherever in their charges or districts 
they do not exist.

REPORT ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

No institution of the Christian religion is more specifically enacted, 
distinctly stated, and divinely guarded and enforced by adequate sanc- 
tions, than the Sabbath. It was not a mere police arrangement or relig- 
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ious tenet, peculiar to and for the sole use of the Jews, but was made 
for man at his creation to promote his religious culture, and to secure 
the proper regulation of his life. It is a perpetuated blessing which God 
has never withdrawn, and the duty of its faithful and proper observance 
has never been revoked. 

All infractions of the law of the Sabbath by Christian people, and of 
the civil statutes by citizens of a Christian community, made for its pro- 
tection, are to be deplored, and ought to be corrected by the enforcement 
of appropriate penalties. 

Certain objectionable characteristics of European civilization have 
been transferred to this country by immigration, and native-born inhabi- 
tants who were greatly shocked thereby at first have grown indifferent 
thereto with a most reprehensible facility, thus allowing their children 
to be allured by the evil fascination until they became persuaded that un- 
limited license was an attribute of liberty, and wholesome restraint an 
element of religious intolerance and oppression. Of late we have been 
forced to witness many bold and alarming invasions of the sanctity of 
God’s holy day. 

The running of trains on the principal railroad lines for freight and 
travel on the Sabbath, and of steamboats and excursion trains to places 
of public amusement and vicious resort which has become so common 
can not fail to undermine public morals, and it loudly calls for an earnest 
and incessant protest by every one who honors God or desires his 
country’s welfare. Beer-gardens, balloon ascensions, and picnics -have 
sometimes been the occasion, and greatly the cause, of this form of Sab- 
bath desecration. 

The practice also of purchasing and reading secular and sensational 
Sunday papers — many of which are of the most immoral and licentious 
character — and consequent neglect of public and social worship, to 
which it uniformily leads, and the keeping open and patronizing of 
establishments for the sale of cigars and tobacco, are demoralizing in 
their influence, deleterious in their effects, and are proper occasions for 
ecclesiastical inquiry and discipline. The custom of buggy-riding, 
which has come into vogue in many places by our young people, on Sab- 
bath:afternoons, and also of family visiting, are of evil tendency and 
• greatly interfere with the becoming and necessary privacy of the Chris- 
tian household, interrupt attendance at the Sabbath-school and public 
worship, and ought to be kindly and firmly opposed in all our charges 
until they disappear from among us. 

In these, and in many other particulars, the desecration of the holy 
Sabbath prevails to such an extent as to awaken the most profound 
solicitude and alarm to every pastor and observant Christian who loves 
God and his country. And the open defiance of Sabbath as well as 
temperance laws by saloonists, and even druggists, in many instances, is 
a criminal offense against public decency, and Christians of every name, 
together with all good citizens, should demand that they be closed, and 
cease to thus insnare the ignorant, the thoughtless, and the vicious, be- 
coming, as they always do, fountains of corruption, immorality and crime. 

The circular of the “ International Sabbath Association,” of Phila- 
delphia, which was put into our hands, has been carefully considered, 
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and we agree that Sabbath desecration has become such a wide-spread 
and formidable evil that only concerted, earnest, and vigorous action 
can hope to successfully resist it. In accordance with their suggestion 
we recommend that a committee of three, members of this Conference, 
be appointed to communicate with them on this subject and to hold their 
appointment until the next session. 

We offer for the approval of the Conference the following resolutions: 
Resolved^ Thhi we earnestly and affectionately admonish all our 
people against all breaches of the law of God concerning the Sabbath, 
and that we will be more careful and circumspect to keep ourselves clear 
of all complicity with any form of Sabbath desecration. 

2. Resolved, That we call upon all our members to withhold their pat; 
ronage from Sunday trains and steamboats on either regular or excursion 
trips, by freight or travel thereon, except in cases of providential 
necessity. 

3. Resolved, That all traffic in cigars and tobacco and also in eatables, 
except in cases of unavoidable necessity, and patronage of livery stables 
for the purpose of pleasure-riding, is plainly repugnant to the Word of 
God, and detrimental to sound public morals. 

4. Resolved, That we earnestly admonish all our people to desist 
from pleasure-riding and social visiting on the holy Sabbath, and to 
give more constant and reverent attention to the divinely appointed 
means of grace, and to the religious education of the children of their 
own household and to others to whom they have access. 

5. Resolved, That we will preach in all our pulpits at least once dur- 
ing the year on the subject of Sabbath Observance.

This 
it does by the instruction and training — as teachers and preachers — of 
those whom God raises up for this great work, and sending them forth 
to multiply a thousand-fold these benign influences in the enlightenment, 
elevation, and salvation of their fellow-men. It is therefore a work of 
patriotism and philanthropy as well as piety, and challenges the admi- 
ration and support of the lover of his country, his race, and his God. 

We are convinced that we can not do better than recommend for re- 
adoption the resolutions of last year, as follows : 

Resolved, 1. That during the next year we will devote at least one 
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entire public service on the Sabbath to the interests of the Freedmen’s 
Aid Society, and that we will put forth our best endeavors to raise liberal 
collections for this cause. 

Resolved^ 2. That we are opposed to the practice too often adopted — of 
omnibusing the benevolent collections of the Church — and that we will 
use our influence to discourage* such a practice among our people. 

Resolved, 3. That so far as practicable we will disseminate information 
among the people concerning the necessities and operations of this Society 
in order to create a deeper interest in its work and mission. 

Resolved, 4. That we recommend that December be designated as the 
month for taking the conference collection for the Freedmen wherever 
practicable.

REPORT ON BEQUEST OF THOMAS ROBERTSON. . 

Thomas Robertson, deceased, by will, leaves property amounting to 
two thousand and forty-one dollars to Trustees in Trust “ for the use of 
the' Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church,” to be in- 
vested in “good and secure bonds, notes, or stocks, which shall pay annu- 
ally an interest or dividend of six per cent, which shall be paid perpetually 
into the Missionary Society aforesaid, through the preacher in charge of, 
the circuit or station, with which the Methodist Episcopal Society at 
Olive Branch shall be connected.” And his will provides that any 
vacancy in said Board of Trustees should be filled as follows: The 
preachers in charge at Olive Branch Methodist Episcopal Church shall 
nominate their successors subject to the approval of the Quarterly Con- 
ference. The will does not require bonds of the Trustees. 

In view of the uncertainty of investments by loans, and the many con- 
tingencies that may arise to put trust-funds in danger of being lost, we, 
the Cincinnati Annual Conference, do respectfully recommend the pres- 
ent Board of Trustees, the preacher-in-charge, and the Quarterly Con- 
ference of Olive Branch, that they, as soon as it can be done, make a 
permanent loan of these funds to the Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, at such rate of interest as may be agreed upon, said 
interest to be paid annually to the preacher-in -charge of Olive Branch, 
and we also recommend that vacancies in the Board of Trustees be filled 
by nominating and approving of the Missionary Secretaries and Assistant 
Missionary Treasurer as trustees under the will. 

We do the more earnestly recommend this course because it will for- 
ever secure the object of the donor, and permanently invest the funds 
where no loss can come of these trust-funds, and thereby secure to the 
Society at Olive Branch a perpetual annuity without fluctuation or loss 
of the interest of these funds for the missionary cause according to the 
provisions of the will.

MEMORIAL SERVICES. 



Pursuant to the order of Conference a memorial service was held on 
Monday afternoon, September 9, 1878, at four o’clock. Rev. W3i. Herr 
presiding, at which the following memoirs were read with appropriate 
devotional services. A paper expressive of sympathy and afiection from 
the “Itinerant Woman’s Union,” presented by sister Lowrey, was read, 
and its publication in the Minutes requested, but no copy of it has been 
furnished for this purpose.

Mrs. Mary A. Lorain was born in Mason County, Ky., October 30, 
1801. She was the daughter of Rev. George Mitchell, a local preacher. 
She was converted and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
sixteenth year of her age, at a meeting held in her father’s house by 
by Revs. William Holman and Samuel West. 

December 22, 1825, she was married to Rev. Alfred M. Lorain, of the 
Ohio, afterwards of the Cincinnati, Conference, with whom she lived until 
April 25, 1863, when he was taken to his reward. For thirty-six years 
she shared with him the trials and triumphs of the itineracy, and when, 
on account of failing health, he was compelled to retire from the active 
work of the ministry she accepted the situation with Christian submis- 
sion. A short time before the death of her husband they removed to 
Clarksville, in Clinton County, Ohio, where she has since resided. To 
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say that she loved the Church and all the public and private means of 
grace seems but feebly to express 'in words that which she powerfully 
demonstrated by unfaltering devotion to the Church and faithfulness in 
the use of all the means of grace. 

She missed only one service from the house of God by her last sick- 
ness, and was not entirely confined to her bed a whole day. On the 
fourteenth day of May, about noon, she became suddenly worse, and, 
after nine hours of extreme suffering, she died. A short time previous 
to her death she said to her pastor, “My days are numbered, and the ap- 
pointed hour is near at hand,” and then said, 

“ If this be death, I soon sha^ be 
From every pain and sorrow free. 

All is well.” 

A little later said, “Home, home, sweet, sweet home! Oh, how I long to 
be at home! 0 blessed Jesus, come and take me.” J. I. Taggart.

Mary C., daughter of J. P. and E. S. Brindle, and wife of Rev. 
George M. Edgar, died at the parsonage in Sinking Springs, Ohio, Jan- 
uary 27th. She was born in Wilmington, Ohio, October 10, 1838, where 
her early life was spent, where her aged parents still live, and where she 
expected to rest after the weary years of itineracy were passed. But rest 
came by death, and the place of that rest the cemetery instead of her 
beautiful home. At sixteen she joined the Church in Hillsboro, Ohio, 
under the pastorate of Rev. W. I. Fee, and began a Christian life which 
was constant and consistent, approved of God by his presence and com- 
fort in its closing hours. 

In September, 1856, she was united in marriage to G. M. Edgar, of 
the Cincinnati Conference, whose labors and sacrifices for the work of the 
Master she bravely and cheerfully shared for more than twenty years. 
In this relation to the Church she was faithful. The honor and interests 
of the Church were above every thing else in her estimation. Amid the 
disappointments and perplexities of itinerant life her love lor the work 
was true and constant; often, because of her cheerful countenance and 
hopeful words, has her husband gone forth with lighter heart and better 
courage to speak the word of life. There was no care of the home 
or family she did not gladly assume to free the pastor’s heart and hands 
for the work of his charge. It was her care that her life and that of her 
family should commend the Gospel, and make the influence of the par- 
sonage help and not hinder that of the pulpit. Her last sickness was 
protracted and severe. The parsonage for three months was the scene of 
much physical suffering and of great spiritual triumph. Death was ex- 
pected every day, but there was no “hurrying to get ready to die.” Her 
“house” was “in order.” “I am so happy!” was her last testimony. 
Religion had sustained through life, now it cheered in death. The hus- 
band, with five children, sadly misses her in his home and his work.

Mrs. Sarah Ellen Stafford Baker, daughter of George W. and 
Nancy E. Stafford, and wife of Rev. Wm. J. Baker, of the Cincin- 
nati Conference, was born in Clarke County, Ohio, Sept. 27, 1846. She 
was converted to God and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in the 
eighteenth year of her age ; married Sept. 14, 1875 ; and died in the 
parsonage at Camp Dennison, Ohio, April 11, 1878, aged 31 years, 6 
months, and 14 days. 

Reared under the hallowed influences of a Christian home and taught 
both by precept and example the grand principles of our holy Chris- 
tianity, she was an obedient child, an affectionate sister, a sweet-spirited 
young lady, and became an amiable and devoted wife. From the time of 
her conversion she not only walked in all of the ordinances of God’s house 
blameless, but was a faithful attendant at the prayer and class- meetings, 
and a diligent worker in the Sabbath-school. When she married, though 
a great trial to leave parents, an only brother, hosts of friends, and her 
home of plenty, yet she entered heartily with her husband into the work 
and sacrifices of an itinerant minister’s life. From the enlarged field she 
seemed to draw a new inspiration for increased Christian activities, and 
therefore she re-consecrated herself to Christ and his holy work. Not 
satisfied with the morning and evening prayers alone, she suggested to 
her husband that they set apart certain hours of the day, when time and 
place and circumstances would permit, for special secret prayer for God’s 
blessing upon them and their work. She always had words of encour- 
agement and good cheer for her husband in his trials, and when health 
and circumstances permitted, aided him in his work of pastoral visita- 
tion and at revival services. She had the happy faculty, wherever she 
went, of making hosts of friends for herself and winning souls for 
Jesus. Thus consecrated and devoted, though gentle and unobtrusive, her 
life bid fair to be one of great usefulness in the Church. But with a 
constitution not rugged, under the exposure and excessive labor of pro- 
tracted meetings, her health soon began to fail, and disease claimed her 
as its victim. \Vith great variableness — for about two years she was 
almost a constant sufferer — yet amid it all she never murmured, but 
often, and especially after the protracted meeting at Camp Dennison last 
December, when she received a most wonderful baptism of the Holy 
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Spirit, she spoke of the preciousness of Jesus and of her prospects of 
heaven. She seemed to live a great deal nearer to and enjoy more of 
God. After the close of this meeting, going to her father’s to rest and 
recruit her exhausted energies, she was smitten down with a severe at- 
tack, from which she but slowly and partially recovered. Returning to 
Camp Dennison in apparently improving health, she was again prostrated 
with typhoid pneumonia, which soon did its fatal work. A day or two 
before her death, her reason clear, she saw her husband near, reached out 
her emaciated hand, and calling him by an endearing name, said, “ Come 
near and let me bless you.” When it was apparent to all that her end 
was near, to the question asked by a friend standing by, “ Sister Baker, 
do you love Jesus?” she tried several times to give an answer, but fail- 
ing, she smiled, waived her hand in token of holy triumph, and sweetly 
fell asleep in Jesus.

PASTORAL ADDRESS. 



To ihe members of ihe Methodist Episcopal Church living within the hounds of 
the Cincinnati Conference: 

The relation subsisting between pastors and people renders it eminently 
fitting that we should address you words of Christian greeting. We 
congratulate you upon the successful close of another Conference year. 
Unity and peace have prevailed in the Churches. There have been 
numerous revivals of religion. You have cheerfully paid your pastors’ 
salaries, and, notwithstanding the general financial pressure, contributed 
liberally to the various objects of benevolence commended to your support 
by the General Conference of our Church. 

Allow us, as we enter together upon another year, to remind you that 
the Church of which you and we are integral parts is the growth of more 
than a century. In the opinion of some Methodism may not furnish you 
with all the helps you need for godliness. It may, however, be more 
safely claimed that it furnishes none too many. All its means of grace 
have been long and well tried, and have the test of results ; and we are 
sure no one of them can now be allowed to fall into disuse without serious 
loss. Instead of the cry that this means and the other usages have become 
obsolete and should be abandoned, is it not better that you adopt for 
your motto, “All our methods?” New methods, with advancing intelli- 
gence and additional necessities, may be cautiously introduced, but not 
to the neglect of those which are older and more thoroughly approved. 
The Church of Christ grows from Christ as its head into Christ as its 
image, in love as its element into love as its expression; but the growth 
takes place by the reciprocal action of its members upon each other. By 
fellowship among themselves the body of believers is compacted together. 
This fellowship has been pre-eminently the uniting force of Methodism, 
and if it decays, our organic unity and spirituality must also decay, and 
we shall fall asunder and become comparatively powerless for aggressive 
work. We should, therefore, maintain not only the general religious 
ordinances, but hold and use if possible with augumented zeal the class- 
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meeting, the love-feast, the prayer-meeting, and where practicable the 
camp-meeting — all as contributing to the vitality and efficiency of our 
great denomination. The real breadth of a Church is in the variety of 
the means of growth which it offers to the various needs of all its ad- 
herents. 

We feel, dear brethren, that we can not be too emphatic in insisting 
upon your co-operation in sustaining public worship. While not igno- 
rant of our own responsibility in rendering the devotional services 
attractive, yet we know that you bear an important part in this respon- 
sibility. The ability of the preacher to preach is largely derived from 
the inspiration of a punctual, full, attentive, and prayerful congregation. 
It is needful to guard against absenteeism as a growing danger. You 
can at least give your presence to aid in the effectiveness of the worship 
of the congregation. In this connection we may suggest that you should 
not fail to take part in the public worship, especially by participating in 
the music. Seek by the cultivation of congregational singing to revive 
the popular stirring worship of former days. We commend to you a 
more general and frequent use of the grand hymns which embody 
Methodist theology and experience. You must be jealous of that sort 
of preaching and that style of music which merely captivates the fancy 
without reaching the conscience. It is religious truth alone which can 
make men religious and can successfully build up a Church; and no tem- 
porary device, however fascinating and plausible, can be substituted for 
it. You do not go to the house of God to be entertained, but to be 
instructed and to worship. The sermon is not an oration, the sanctuary 
is not an assembly room, the Church is not a fashionable gathering; but 
the end of all these is to edify the body of Christ, the creation of a holy 
priesthood to offer up spiritual sacrifices to God by Jesus Christ. 

It is also proper that your thoughts be directed to the importance of 
maintaining the Church within the House. As parents and guardians 
you are supreme in the Home, and as priests you are to minister at your 
own hearth-stones. You can not delegate to the pastor, or to the secu- 
lar and Sunday-school teacher, prerogatives which belong exclusively to 
you. You hold your children in the formative period of their lives, and 
possess a well-nigh omnipotent power to mold their characters. The 
evils which at present so seriously threaten the safety of the State and 
the integrity of the Church have their source in the laxity of home dis- 
cipline and the neglect of the family religious life. Time bestowed upon 
your children, in the study of their natural dispositions, in the happy ad- 
justment of firmness and gentleness in their government, in seeking their 
early religious conversion, and in drawing out their latent faculties under 
the guidance of God’s Word and all wholesome truth, wil’*'inuch more 
amply repay you than if the same time be dissipated in rounds of gayety, 
or consumed in the too sordid devotion to wealth. 

After all, we can not too plainly put before you the ^ jnsideration, 
that the Church life is made up of the sum of. the lives of i?is individuals. 
There must be every-where a deepening of the sense of individual respon- 
sibility. Organizations are useful, but they can not supersede the spon- 
taneous movement of the free and accountable person ; to allo w this would 
be to reduce religious work to a mechanical routine, and to toh the body 
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of its soul. The Church can be no holier than the average holiness of 
its members ; it can be no more effective than the average efl&ciency of 
the believers who compose it. Is it not indispensable, therefore, that 
every member seek to be as holy, as generous, and as useful as possible ? 
In your closets you must wrestle with God for all the fullness of his 
Spirit; in your daily walk before men — in all your dealings as the man 
of business, the citizen, the friend — you must be faithful, fleeing all evil 
and cleaving to that which is good. 

There needs now to be a revival of honesty through the land. It may 
not be amiss if it first begin at the sanctuary. It is incumbent, there- 
fore, that we kindly and earnestly admonish you against all ungodly and 
immoral alliances. “ What part hath Christ with Belial, or what part 
hath he that believeth with an infidel?" The good and the evil may 
be so mixed in politics, society, and business as that it shall not 
always be easy, or even possible, for the Christian to act apart from 
wicked men; but wherever practicable it is his unmistakable duty 
to put himself clearly on the side of justice, temperance, and religion. 
A good man can not so far merge himself in a corporation as to 
lose all responsibility for his actions. What he does in his associated 
capacity he does for himself; and when such association commits him 
to wrong-doing he is bound to withdraw himself, unless such with- 
drawal jeopard higher moral and religious interests than would 
be risked by his remaining in such association. In all questions of 
doubtful morality, and of amusements forbidden by the Cliurch, it is 
certainly safest to take the stricter views, and to stand firmly on the 
ground of non-participation. The law of the believer’s life is not worldly 
success or worldly pleasure, but self-sacrificing zeal for the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the one adorable Master. 

In conclusion, let us as pastors' and people unitedly labor and pray to 
render this a year of constant, deep, and all-pervasive religious revival. 
The saving of men from their sins, the purifying of believers from all 
corruption — here lies the secret of stable reforms and perfect social 
order; for this result we may confidently look as well as work.

If each presiding elder would bring to conference a written alpha- 
betical list of the local preachers in his district, indicating the orders and post- 
nffice address of each, and hand it to the Secretary, it would insure a correct list 
fm- publication. Tlie list tliis year has been revi.sed, but is still not perfect. No 
officers of Ladies’ and Pastors’ Christian Union were elected this year. 

Allow us two suggestions further. As the Cincinnati Conference is a corpo- 
rate body, should it not have a Conference seal? Should not our Rules of Order 
00 revised next year?
